FUSION REJECTED BY MR. ASQUITH, 


London, March 24, 
There was keen interest in the speech of Mr. Asquith at the 
National Liberal Club this afternoon owing, to the expectation thas 
he would reply to the speech made vy Mr. Lloyd George on the 18th. 
_ Mr, Asquith that the said Premier's challenge ought to be taken 
up immediately. Fusion was being watered down into “closer co- 
The real point was whether they were going torespond 
to the Premier's invitation. Since Labour was hostile, and 
since Independent Liberalism intendad to ramain independent, wers 
they going to link up-with Tory organisations, which were the 
only organisations satisfying Mr. Lioyd George's definitions and like, 
ly ta supply his teed 9 Why should they ? Why should Libsrals abdi- 
eate their primary functions as a great historic party ? . 
Mr. Asquith expressed the opinion that nothing more would be 
heard of the Anti-Dumping Bill. He declared that the Government's 
Trish Billdid not seek toamend but to repeal theHome Rule Act and 
substitute for it's fantastic schemes which travestied self-government. 
Liberals were asked to agree to fusion owing to the new peril 
vulgarly called “ Bolsherism.” He denied that there was any 
antithesis batween Liberslism end Labour. Labour owed everything 
to Liberalism and there were many roads where they ‘could travel 
side by side. The Premier's appeal was on lines of class cleavage 
and was most mischievous. Free Liberals were not going to be tied 
to the Tory chariot wheels. They were going to retain, preach and 

practise their principles.—(Cheers,) :

and another child. 

Saldanha had denied that he 
was the barrister named in the 
summons, but it would be proved, 
‘said Mr. Humphreys. thathe was. 
He was a' widower.

Jjiculars of his nationality, he said 


he was born in Southern India, 
and was a barrister. of the Inner 
Temple. When be was served 
with the present ‘summons he 
declared that his name was John 
Salvador Sadanha, and that be 
was a law student. He added 
that. he was acousin of the man 
named in the summong, who left 
this country in June 1918. 


HOME IN VANCOU VER. 


Miss Jones came to England 
from Belgium at the outbreak of 
of the war, and stayed fora short 
time with her uncle, Saldanha, in 
London. After a visit to her 
home in Vancouver she returned 
to Saldanha in 1916, and they 
stayed’ together at  Bexhill- 
on-Sea. Saldanha, said coun- 
sel, had’ asserted that the 
father of the twins was a Por- 
tuguese soldier, who died six 
months before while serving his 
country. 

On another occasion, added Mr. 
Humphreys, Saldanha sdid the 
mother of the children was 
metried to a Canadian of Irish 
and Spanishdescent, “Lieutenant 
Wm.
